Ur Soveraign Lozd, conſidering how ne- 
cell. ry and eſſential it is to the very being 
# and flouriſhing of Kingdoms and Natt- 
dos, that there ſhould be a National 
KSSEL2X confidence among the People themſelves, 
and with the ſe of other Nations with whom they have 
co:reſpond:nce and traffick abzoad ; and that the moſt 
eff:ctual and pꝛoper way to beget, cement, and main- 
tain the ſame, is, that Pꝛomiſes, Pactions, Obliege- 
ments and Debts be faithfully perfozmed and ſati(- 
fied, Without which there can be no truſt, and conſe- 
quently no loctety, intercourſe and commerce at home, 
and all trade and traffick with other Nations will 


certainly decay and ceaſe, to the irreparable loſſe, ruine 
and diſcredit af the Ration: Bet, the trouvles anddif- 


ftculties of the time being ſo great, that it is fit ſome 
bꝛeathing time and encouragement ſhould be given to 
the Debitoꝛs, foꝛ the better inableing them to keep their 
credit, and to take ſome cffectual courſe foꝛ payment of 
their Debts, Therefoze,Hts Majeſty, with advice and 
conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and 

Oꝛdains, That foz all Sums and Debts contracted 
befoze the tearm of Whitſonday , one thouſand ſix hun⸗ 
dꝛed and fifty eight years, and exceeding one thouſand 
pounds Scots of pꝛincipal, perſonal execution (hall be 
fozbozne by the ſpace of fir years, to begin at Whitſon⸗ 
day laſt by: paſt, in this inſtant year , one thouſand 
hundꝛed and ſixty one, Pꝛoviding, that the Debitoꝛs 
make payment of one years Annualrent at Candle- 
meſle next, in the year, one thouſand ſix hundzed and 
lirty two, and that the reſidue of the by-gone Annual- 
rents of the ſaid Dums 4 reſting unpaid at Whitlon- 
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day 
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— next, (hall become and be made a pꝛincipal Sum, 
and the Debitoꝛ ſhall give ſecurity foꝛ the ſame to theſe 
who have right to the by⸗gone Annualrents, when 
they take the benefit of the foꝛeſaid foꝛbearance, in man⸗ 
ner aftermentione d; oz at any other time that the ſame 
(hall be demanded: which Security to be granted foz 
the ſaid by-gone Annualrents , made up in a pꝛincipal 
Sum, ſhall bear obliegement to pay Annualrent foz 
the fame, in manner and from the tearms after-ſpect- 
fied,-viz. Foz a third part thereof , from Whitlonday 
next, one thouſand ſix hundzed and ſixty two years ;
